On Thursday, February 
9, 2012, Officer Tim 
Marshall received a 
complaint from the 
Owsley County Public 
Library that Tia Allen, 
age 31 of Booneville, 
KY, was seemed to be 
either asleep or passed 
out in her car.

I wanted to share a 
few items of interest 
this week. 

I have met with 

Governor Steve 
Beshear, Deputy 
S e c reta ry La r ry Bo n d, 
and Transportation 
Secretary Mike 

Hancock and they all 
assure me that the 
Highway 30 Project 
from London will be 
coming to Levi in the 
next few years. The 
next phase will begin 
in the spring and will 
add a section from 
Annville to Tyner. 
Also, construction 
of a new bridge at 
Travelers Rest will be 
started this year and 
will be incorporated 
into the new road. 

The existing KY 

II state highway 
from Levi to the 
intersection of 587 
(at Aunt Mae's Motel) 
will be widened in 
the coming months. 
This project was 
postponed from an 
earlier date and has 
been approved for 
completion. 

I have also been 
meeting with 

representatives from 
the Kentucky State 
Highway Department 
in Frankfort and in 
Jackson, to secure 
street lights for 
the intersection at 
the Owsley County 
Elementary School 
and High School. 
I feel that this will 
improve the safety 
at this intersection, 
during school events. 

Phase I of 
construction of the 
Owsley County 
Civic Center at the 
county park has 
been completed and 
we expect Phase II 


(interior, parking 
lots, etc.) to begin 
shortly, pending 
receipt of grant 
funding. 

Due to security 
issues at the Owsley 
County Park, it will 
be necessary to 
lock the gate after 
dark each evening 
(unless there is a 
scheduled event). 
We have relocated 
our garbage truck 
parking lot to the 
industrial park, 
for a cleaner park 
environment. 
Some playground 
equipment has been 
damaged in the 
past few months 
due to vandalism 
and will be cleaned 
and repaired before 
spring. Please help 
us keep our park 
clean and safe for all 
to use. 

At this time, we are 
in a joint recycling 
project with Wolfe 
County A recycling 
trailer has been 
placed in the back 
of the Park and 
Ride lot across from 
the courthouse, 
with sections for 
plastic, cardboard, 
newspapers and 
magazines. Plans 
are being made to 
obtain two more 
trailers to be placed 
atthe high school and 
elementary school. 
I would like to 
encourage everyone 
to take advantage 
of these recycling 
opportunities. 

We apologize for 
any inconvenience 
caused by our solid 
waste billing in the 
past few months. 
We have had issues 
with the computer 
software that prints 


the bills and have 
been working with the 
software company to 
correct the problem. 

The county road 
department has been 
drilling and installing 
steel along several 
sections of roads in the 
county. At this time, 
all drilling has been 
completed but we are 
still in the process of 
cribbing. On dead end 
roads (or roads with 
no possible detours) 
we will be posting 
road closures in the 
newspaper, one week 
in advance. Traffic will 
be permitted to pass 
periodically during 
the day in these 
areas. Please be 
patient with us during 
these necessary road 
repairs. We will 
complete them in the 
fastest time possible. 

The goals that I 
had when taking 
office one year ago 
continue to be my 
main focus today: 
to bring Highway 
30 to Booneville, so 
that we will have a 
better opportunity 
to bring jobs to 
our community; to 
complete and open 
the Civic Center for 
all to use; to maintain 
all county roads 
in all areas of the 
county; and to update 
our county health 
department. 

The Owsley County 
Fiscal Court and 
the Owsley County 
Judge's Office 

continue to work 
hard to make Owsley 
County a better place 
to live and work for our 
citizens. My door is 
still open and my staff 
and I look forward 
to serving you in the 
coming years!

LGEDF $81.98 for a total 
of $1,083,584.78. 

A motion was made by 
Roger Reed seconded by 
Jesse Bishop, Jr., motion 
carried. The next order 
of business was open 
comments, none at this time. 

The next order of business 
was a joint resolution - Lee 
County Health Department 
by Deana McIntosh 
Applying for a LGDEF 
grant for up to $400,000 
by Ms. Smith from the 
Lee County Health Dept. 
Ms. Smith stated she had 
been working on funding 
for a health department 
for several years. Their 
health dept was built in Lee 
County in 1952. They were 
looking to either to build 
a new one or to purchase 
a new one and had found 
a building to purchase the 
old People’s Exchange 
Bank. Inside this building 
is already a generator that 
we could already provide 
services during a disaster. A 
vaccine needs to be stored 
at a certain temperature. 
We would also be able to 
provide Owsley’s vaccine in 
this facility without taking 
it to another place.
